I. Introduction 

Dear Sir: 

Applicants are filing this petition under 37 CFR §£.47 for an inventor who refuses to sign. 
A joint inventor, Mark Pieloch, has refused to execute a declaration for the above referenced 
application. Please accept the declarations filed as being executed by the two signing inventors and 
the non-signing inventor. Please charge deposit account 02-2334 for the amount required pursuant 
to 37 CFR § 1.17(h) and any other required fees. 
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A. Statement of Relevant Facts 

In August of 2002, William P. Ramey, III, a patent attorney for Akzo Nobel NV, 
completed drafting a provisional patent application titled Novel Compositions and Processes for 
Delivering an Additive. Through due diligence and a reasonable inquiry, during the drafting of 
the application, Mr. Ramey determined that the inventorship consisted of Sebastien Huron, 
Susan Cady and Mark Pieloch. Mr. Ramey spoke with each inventor about the application 
being filed, provisional patent application number 60/403,201, filed on August 22, 2002. (See 
Exhibit A, Declaration of William P. Ramey, III, Us 2-5). 

At or about the one year anniversary for claiming priority, Applicants attorney filed an 
application claiming priority to the provisional application number 60/403,201. The 
application was filed in the US Receiving Office under the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT) on 
August 13, 2003. (See Exhibit A, U 6 and See Exhibit C, Copy of Express Mailing Label). 
Applicants were able to obtain the signatures of all the inventors except Mr. Pieloch. 

Applicants' attorney, William P. Ramey, III, communicated with Mr. Pieloch about 
signing the declaration. Mr. Pieloch responded that he would need to check with his attorney 
because he filed an application as well.
